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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Applicant's arguments, see Remarks, filed 06/20/2005, with respect to reference 
by Neukam have been fully considered and are persuasive. The rejections under 35 
USC § 102 and 103 of claims 1-5, 7-12, 14-27 and 29 has been withdrawn. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The claims 1- 
30 are allowed over the prior art of record for at least the reason that the prior art fails to 
teach or suggest a fan tray comprising a plurality of fan supports, the chassis is 
mounted in an electronic device and movable to a withdrawn access position, wherein 
said chassis comprises airflow passages directed from the fan supports into the 
electronic device (claims 1-8); or a system comprising a chassis; a multiple fan tray 
disposed in the chassis and movable between an installed an extracted positions, 
wherein said multiple fan tray comprises airflow passage pneumatically coupled with the 
chassis in both positions (claims 9-16); or a fan assembly for cooling an electronic 
device ; comprising means for jointly mounting a plurality of fans in the electronic device 
movably between an installed an extracted positions of said means; and means for 
maintaining continuous air flow from at least one fan of the plurality of fans in both 
positions (claims 17-19, 30); or a method of operating an electronic device comprising 
removably inserting into it a multiple fan assembly that is adapted to maintain airflow 
through the electronic device in both an inserted and a withdrawn positions (claims 20- 
29 . Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than 
the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
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accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance." 

3. Salmen et al (US 2002/0094283A1 ); Lu et al (US Patent 6,604,91 6) ; Nishimura 
et al (US 2002/0067277A1) and Bendikas et al (US 2002/0094282A1 ) each teaches a 
hot-plug fan assembly comprising a plurality of fan supports. However, none of them 
teach said assembly being adapted to maintain airflow through the electronic device in 
both an inserted and withdrawn positions.
